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Slump in Trade Declared to 
Be Due to Meth ods Used 
Rath er th an Conditions 


Ey R a y W. S he rm a n in M otor Age 
In considering th e effect of tiie wa. 
upon dealers it seems logical th at we 
sh ould consider th e effects now. in th e 
future during th e war and after th e 
war. 
So far as th e present effects are 
con; erned it seems th at dealers are 
div ided into a-bout th ree classes: 
1—Th e class th at h as been v ery ad­ 
v ersely affected. 
2—Th e class th at is in th e transi­ 
tory stage. 
3_ 'lh e class th at h as not been at- 
fected or h as so rev amped itself th at 
it is not suffering from a business de­ 
pression. 
Th e first class h as in some cases 
been push ed out of business by cir­ 
cumstances, and some of th ese circum­ 
stances are due as much to th e dealer 
as to th e war. 
Th e dealer wh o h ad 
h is business on a sound foundation, 
wh o was prepared to meet ch anges 
as th ey came and wh o was long on 
figuring in emergencies fared well, but 
th e less capable element in th e trade 
h as been h it th e h ardest. 
Th is, h ow­ 
ev er, is sometimes due to th e car, for, 
as Mr. Clayden itas said, not all cars 
sell well. Th ere are good sellers and 
bad sellers in th ese times. 
Th e second class is th e dealer wh o 
h as a good organization, wh o h as h ad 
pretty good agencies and wh o h as en­ 
joyed a good business and now sees it 
failing off. 
He knows h e is in a h ad 
h me anil stands in danger of getting 
in a worse h ole, but h e h as not grasp­ 
ed th e situation in a firm and able 
manner for th e purpose ot working 
out h is salv ation. 
Th ere are certain 
th ings ev ery dealer must do at th is 
time and th e dealer wh o doesn’t take 
h old of th e situation and work out th e 
necessary adaptations must ob.’iously 
suffer.

Dealers in th ose sections are 
suffering somewh at from winter de­ 
pression but not so much from war 
depression. 
S lum p Due to M ethods

most h av e not slumped is due to th eir 
meth ods and th eir cars. 
Th ere are 
some cars th at would be h ard to sell 
at th is time by any organization. Th e 
demand is not for th e big. h eav y cars 
but rath er for th e smaller and more 
economical cars. 
Wh en it comes to 
big cars th ey are sold prov ided th ey 
h appen to be in th e millionaire class. 
But a big, h eav y car th at is in th e me­ 
dium-priced class is not so great an 
attraction. 
Limousines are not easy 
to 
sell. 
Many prosperous owners h av e dis­ 
ch arged th eir ch auffeurs and are buy­ 
ing sedans. One dealer h as a waiting 
list of two of th ree dozen ch auffeurs 
wh o h av e been disch arged by th eir 
owners.
